At ten, after a cup of coffee anda 
round of toast, we are at our books again, and 
find, on beginning where we left off, that it is 
impossible to discover where that was, as after 
the sentence where we shut our voloumes last 
night, we have a total oblivion of ever having 
seen the book before. Till three o’clock, we 
continue bending over our books, unless whea 
our intention is luckily interrupted by a cough, 
which compels us to sit for a few minutes erect. 
We then, till dinner time, indulge in a constitu- 
tional walk, and Headington Hill and Joe Pul- 
Jen behold our careworn countenance—gapes 
High-street after our enfeebled pace, and won- 
ders at the sallow coating with which Aristotle 
has bedaubed our cheek, and the blucness under 
the eyes which we received from our contests 
with Thucydides. 

At six, we are again at our desk, and at twelve 
—with an interval of some coflee—we tumblo 
into our couch, with a strange jumble of history, 
and home, and ethics; and with temples throb- 
bing with pain, and nerves shaken by confine- 
ment, we dream that Pindar is riding a race on 
the long-tailed pony our youngest sister rides 
upon the lawn, while schylas is murdering our 
father in the deep green glen, on tbe banks of 
the river, where we parted with our dear Mary, 
on that oft-remembered evening before we came 
off to College. ‘This course we persist in for three 
years, and when the time draws near which is to 
reward us for all our toil, when we are to be sent 
home crowned with the highest honours of the 
University, our care and our cough increases in 
exact proportion, and a week before the Exami- 
natiou, our cheek is so hollow and our eyes so 
dim, that every one sces we are unable for the 
trial.

The Covenanters, when he who had so 
often made them tremble was at length de- 
livered into their hands, celebrated their 
victory with all the exultation of mean, timid, 
and sullen spirits, suddenly released from 
apprehension of imminent danger. Mon- 
tros® was drageed in asort of triumph from 
town fo town, in the mean garbin which he 
had discuised himself for flight. ‘To the 
honour of the town of Dundee, which, you 
will recollect, had been partly plundered and 
partly burnt by his forces, during his eventful 
procress in 1645, the citizens of that town 
were tio first who supplied their fallen foc 
with clothes befitting his rank, with money, 
and with necessaries. ‘The Marquis himse!f 
must have felt this as a severe rebuke for 
the wasteful node in which he had carrted 
on his warfare; and it wasa still more pierc- 
ing reproach to the unworthy victors, who 
now triumphed over an heroic enemy in the 
same manner as they would have done over 
a detected felon. 

While Montrose was confined in the house 
of the Laird of Grange, he had almost made 
his escape througi: the bold stratagem of the 
Laird’s wife, a descendant of the house of 
Somerville. This lady’s addresshad drench- 
ed the guards with liquor; and the Marquis, 
disguised in a female dress, with winch: she 
had furnished him, had already passed the 
sleeping sentinels, when he was challenged 
and stopped by a half-drunken soldier, who 
had been rambling about without any duty 
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or purpose. The alarm being given, he 
was again secured, and the lady's plot was 
of no avail. She escaped punishment only 
by her busband’s connection with the ruling 
arty. 
Before Montrose reached Edinburgh, he 
had been condemned by the parliament to 
the death of a traitor. The sentence was 
pronounced without further trial, upon an 
act of attainder passed whilst he was plunder- 
ing Argyle in winter 1644; and it was stu- 
diously 2egravated by every species of in- 
famy. 
‘The Marquis was according to the special 
order of Parliament, met at the gates by the 
magistrates, attended by the common hang- 
man, who was clad for the time in his own 
livery. Ife was appointed, as the most in-

THE BURNING GLASS 


It is commonly spherical, which, being ex- 
posed directly to the sun, collects all the rays 
falling thereon into a very small space, called 
the focus; where wood, or any other combusti- 
ble matter, being put, will be set on fire.

He appeared before the Parliament, to hear 
the terms of his sentence, with the same 
manly inditlerence. We gazed around on 
his assembled enemies with as much com- 
posure as the most unconcerned spectator; 
heard Loudon, the Chancellor, upbraid him, 
in a long and violent declamation, with the 
breach of both the first and second Cove- 
nant; with his cruel wars at the head of the 
savage Irish and Highlandmen, and with 
the murders, treasons, and conflagrations, 
which they had occasioned. When the 
Chancellor had finished, Montrose with ditli- 
culty got permission to reply. He told the 
Parliament, with his usual boldness, that 
if he appeared before them uncovered, and 
addressed them with respect, it was only be- 
cause the King had acknowledged their as- 
sembly, by entering into a treaty with them. 
He admitted he had taken the first, or Na- 
tional Covenant, and acted upon it so long 
as it was confined to its proper purposes, 
but had dissented from and opposed those 
who had used it as a covert tor assailing 
the royal authority. “The second, or So- 
lemn League and Covenant,” he said, “ he 
had never taken, and was in no respect 
bound by it. He had made war by the 
King’s express commission; and although it 
was impossible, in the course of hostilities, 
absolutely to prevent acts of military violence, 
he had always disowned and punished such 
irregularities. He had never,” he said, 
“ spilt the blood of a prisoner, even in retali- 
ation of the cold-blooded murder of his offi- 
cers and friends—nay, he had spared the 
lives of thousands in the very shock of bat- 
tle. His last undertaking,’ he continued, 
“was carried on at the express command 
of Charles If., whom they had proclaimed 
their sovereign, and with whom they had 
treated as such. Therefore, he desired to be 
used by them as a manand a Christian, to 
whom many ofthem had been indebted for life 
and property, when the fate of war had placed 
both in hispower. Ile required of them, in 
conclusion, to proceed with him according to 
the laws of nature and nations, but especially 
according to those of Scotland, as they 
themselves would expect to be judged when 
they stood at the bar of Almighty God.” 


The sentence already mentioned was then 
read to the undaunted prisoner, on which 
he observed, he was more honoured in hav- 
ing his head set on the prison, for the cause 
in which he died, than he would have been 
in having his picture in the King’s bed- 
chamber. As to the distribution of his 
limbs, he said he wished he had flesh enough 
to send some to each city in Europe, in 
memory of the cause in which he died.— 
He spent the night in reducing these ideas 
into poetry. 

Early on the morning of the next day, he 
was awakened by the drums and trumpets 
calling out the guards, by order of Parlia- 
ment, to attend on his execution. “ Alas!” 
he said, “I have given these good folks 
much trouble while alive, and I do continue 
to be a terror to them on the day Iam to 
die!”

It 
is stated by the committee that different 
opinions existed among themselves, as to the 
proper amount to be granted, but that a ma- 
jority have concurred in that specified in the 
bill. 

A Bill to provide for the ratification of claims 
due to certain American citizens, for spoliations 
committed on their commerce, prior to the year 
eighteen hundred. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives of the United States of America, in 
Congress assembled, That satisfaction shall be 
made, to an amount not exceeding two millions 
of dollars, to such citizens of the Uuited States, 
or to their legal representatives, as had valid 
claims to indemnity, upon the French Govern- 
ment, arising out of illegal captures, cetensions, 
forcible seizures, confiscations, and violations of 
contracts, made or committed before the thirti- 
eth day of September, eighteen hundred: provi- 
ded, that the provision of this act shall not be 
extendec to such claims as are described in the 
convention concluded at Paris, on the thirtieth 
day of April, eighteen hundred and three, be- 
tween the United States and the first Consul! of 
the French Republic, nor to such claims as are 
describedin the treaty between the United States 
and Spain, concluded at Washington, on the 
twenty second day of February, eighteen hun- 
dred and nineteen, and for the tiquidation and 
payment, whereof provision is inade in the said 
Convention, or in said treaty. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That for 
the purpose of carrying into effect the provi- 
sions of this act, and to ascertain the full amount 
and validity of said claims, three commissioners 
shall be appointed by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, who 
shall meet at the City of Washington, and with- 
in the space of years from the time of 
their first meeting, shall receive, examine, and 
decide upon the amount and validity of all the 
claims included within the description above 
mentioned. The said commissioners sha!l take 
an oath, or affirmation to be entered on the re- 
cords of their proceedings, for the faithful and 
diligent performance of their dutics; and in case 
of the death, sickness, or necessary absence of 
any such Commissioner, his place may be sup- 
plied by appointment as aforesaid, or by the 
President, during the recess of the Senate, of 
another Commissioner, in his stead. ‘The said 
Commissioners shall be authorized to hear, and 
examine, on oath or affirmation, every question 
relative to the said claim, and to receive all 
suitable authentic testimony concerning the 
same, and the rules for the said Commissioners, 
shall be the principles of justice, the laws of na- 
tions, and the former treaties between the United 
States and France, to wit: the treaty of amity 
and commerce, of the sixth of February, seven- 
teen hundred and seventy-eight, the treaty of 
alliance, of the same date, and the consular 
convention of the fourteenth November, seven- 
teen hundred and eighty-eight. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the 
payment of such claims, as may be admitted and 
adjusted by the said Commissioners, to amount 
not exceeding two millions, shall be made pro 
rata, in such manner as the President of the U. 
States shall! prescribe. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That the 
records of the proceedings of said Commission- 
ers, and the documents produced before them, 
shall, after the commission is closed, be deposit- 
ed in the Department of State. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That the 
President of the United States, is hereby autho- 
rized to take any measure which he may deem 
expedient, for organizing the said Board of Com- 
missioners, and for this purpose, appoint a Se- 
cretary, well versed in the French and Spanish 
languages, and a Clerk; which appointments, if 
made during the recess of the Senate, shall, at 
the next meeting of that body, be subjcct to the 
nomination, for their advice and consent. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That the 
compensation of the respective officers, for 
whose appointment provision is made by this 
act, shall not exceed the following sums: ‘To

But the weekly reports of our Board 
of Health establish the genera! salubrity of 
Charleston in nearly as forcibly, and perhaps in 
a more striking manner. During the last month 
there was a total of 51 deaths—of this number 
there were two deaths of 70; and one of 72; four 
hetween 70 and 80; two of 90, and one of 96; 
which is one-fifth of the whole number of persons 
dying between 70 and 96 years of age. We 
believe that this proportion is without parallel in 
the records of longevity. 


The argument against excessive severity of 
punishment has no where been stated with more 
force and simplicity than in a volume on agri- 
culture, published in ExGiawp in the year 1681. 
The writer’s name is WorLenGr, and the chap- 
ter from which the extract is taken is entitled 
Thieves and Iil-neighbours. ‘* The severe pe- 
nalty of death being the punishment for thefi, is 
the principal cause of the infinite increase of 
thieves: First—Because many there are, who 
(if they know or have taken a thief) will not in- 
dict nor prosecute him, because their conscience 
will not admit of inflicting so severe a punish- 
ment for so small an offence; but wil! rather 








| bear the loss of their goods, than seek another 
|man’s life for it. Secondly—Some, if they 
take a thief, will rather accept of their goods 
again, and satisfaction, than prosecute him; be- 
cause in some cases they luse their goods, and 
are also at the charge of prosecution. Third- 
ly—Some will not prosecute common ordinary 
thieves, that live by stealing sheep, corn, wood, 
poultry, swine, &c., and have families to main- 
tain by this very trade, lest they, (being part of 
the parish,) be bound afterwards to maintain 
their families. And these are the conditions of 
many places in England. Fourthlyg-When 
thieves are taken and prosecuted and come to 
their trial; they being for their lives, no evidence 
will, nor ought to be taken, but what is very 
clear: And where it is so against one either 
through mistake or wilful omissions, it is defi- 
cient against five; by which means must of those 
few that came to trial are found not guilty.— 
Fifthly—when they are upon trial, and the 
evidence clear against them, either the Jury are 
tender of their neighbour’s life, or else some 
good friend or other appears, that it is found but 
petty larceny, or else the thief has his Clergy, 
or by some such shift or means, or evasion, he 
gets off; so that it may be, as it often happens, 
a thief comes five or six times to his trial, or at 
least to gaol, before he is hanged; during which 
time he grows more subtle, and educates many 
others in the same profession, and teacheth 
them all manner of tricks and devices, and only 
to efiect their intentions, but to avoid the pu- 
nishment. To remedy which were to make 
the penalty more moderate, and without re- 
spect or favour to be assuredly executed; it 
would much lessen their number.’’ 





The Boston critics are in raptures with Ma- 
DAME FeRon, but some of them seem sadly ata 
loss for language to egpreéss their delight. Per- 
haps they may stady with advantage the elo- 
quence of a Frencu admirer of SonraG—even 
through the mist of translation. ‘Great depth, 
equal expression, and a large, and extensive, and 
brilliant execution, with a severe adherence te 
musical principles, unite to produce a variety of 
effects, and are the characteristics of her talent. 
She runs with ease through her vocal scale, whe- 
ther following distinctly the graduations, or whe- 
ther, by free and bold efforts, she thanages the 
intervalsa—clear and melodious, her voice is an- 
alogous to the fine sounds of a claronet; it is both 
the shrill and the soft: accompanied by that in- 
strument, Mademoiselle Sontag appears to rival 
its brilliancy and sweetness. At her own house 
her natural talents are directed methodically. 
Always mistress of herself, she does not exhaust 
her force. Her powers are particularly mani- 
fested by her skill in managing them. She pitches 
her voice with firmness, and varies it with ad- 
dress. Confirmed in the science of singing by 
her study of the piano, she is inevery respect an 
excellent musician. In simple melodies she gives, 
with expression, notes which produce effect. In 
other pieces she gives, equally well, those which 
determine the harmony. She sings with fidelity, 
and is scrupulous neither to clude nor to frus- 
trate the design of the composer. She meets 
musical phrase with a precision which is perceiv- 
ed. Like the Italian she speaks music. ‘I'o sus- 
tain and prolong sounds—to swell or diminish, 
or to accent—to develope a passage with sim- 
plicity, or to enrich it with ornament—to raise 
a point with fire and granduer, or to give it 
the depth of feeling—all are equally familiar to 
the singer. Her ductile voice articulates without 
breaks or catches—it separates without dryness, 
and unites without confusion. The gradations 
of her melodies are sweet, and of an exquisite 
delicacy; no bird gives out with more lightness 
and rapidity the fugitive and capricious sounds 
which surprise and charm the ear. Possessing 
every technical resource, Mademoiselle Sontag 
always employs them with reserve, and seldom 
abuses her facility of commanding them. This 
young virtuoso displays as much rigidity in the 
use of ornaments, as she does in discernment of 
her selection. She has taste, and from taste she 
has her style. But it is perceived that she has 
been well advised—in her singing we recognize 
the fortunate influence of Madame Mainvielle 
Fodor. Artis a mere trade if the soul of the 
artist does not shed its influence over the forms, 
the colours, and the sounds.

Thie is the effect of tine emotions as well 





A writer in one of the most respectable Lon- 
pox papers gives the following description of 

the government of one of the WrsTMINSTER 

parishes. That of St. James. The article con- 

tains information that will be now to many read- 
ers, and may be interesting to some, as a matter 
of curiosity at least:—-‘* This Parish, like many 
others in the metropolis, is governed by a Se- 
lect Vestry, consisting of thirty-six persons, in- 
cluding the Rector and two Church-wardens, 
who annually appoint Commissioners of the 
Court of Requests, Churchwardens, and Over- 
seers. They elect the Paving and Lighting 
Committee, consisting of twenty-one persons, 
also, Governors of the Poor, consisting of twen- 
ty-one, including the two Church-wardens and 
four Overseers; and they also elect the Watch 
Committee. These Committees are filled with 
few (if any) exceptions by members of the Ves- 
try. The Vestry also appoint the Vestry Clerk, 
Treasurer, and Sub-Treasurer, sextons, beadles, 
collectors, pew-openers, searchers, and other 
oificers; and have the distribution of Le Quan- 
tock’s Bounty, about 300]. per annum, and 
other charitable funds of the parish. The Pav- 
ing Committee make the paving rates, contract 
for paving, cleansing and lighting the parish, 
and appoint a clerk, surveyor, inspectors, col- 
tectors, and other officers. The Governors. of 
the Poor have the entire management of the 
paupers, and controul of the workhouse; con- 
tract for all articles, appoint a clerk, chaplain, 
surgeon, apothecary, master and mistress of the 
workhouse, collectors, and other officers. The 
Watch Committee appoint watch-house-keeper, 
and watchmen. Most of these Vestry and Com- 
mittee-men are Commissioners of Land and As- 
sessed ‘l'axes, and take especial care to attend 
the meetings sufficiently numerous to secure the 
entire patronage of these Boards, which consists 
ofthe appointment of clerks, collectors, and 
other ofiicers attached to each. The Vestry 
men form a great proportion of the Trustees of 
Burlington, and Archbishop Tennison’s schools; 
appoint master, matron, clerks, collectors, and 
other officers, and nominate scholars,

CONGRESS. 

In the Senate, on Tuesday, Mr. Jonsson of 
Kentucky, gave notice that he would, on Thurs- 
day, move that the Senate proceed to the elec- 
tion of Printer. 

Mr. Tazewe.t reported, that, in discharge 
of his duty, cs the Committee appointed on the 
part of the Senate, to notify ANprew Jackson 
of his election as President of the United States, 
for four years, from the fourth of March next, 
that the President Elect, in signifying to them 
his acceptance of that office, expressed his deep 
sensibility of its responsibilities, and his grati- 
tude to his country for this recent proof of its 
confidence. He, moreover, instructed the Com- 
mittee to convey to the respective Houses the 
assurance of his high consideration and regard. 

The Senate spent three hours and a half in the 
consideration of Executive business, 

In the House of Representatives, after the 
various reports from Committees were presented, 
the resolution of Mr. SmytH amendatory of 
the Constitution was taken up, and Mr. J. C. 
Wricur continued his remarks. He support- 
ed his proposition to amend the proposed amend- 
ment by reference to the opinions of General 
Jackson himself, contained in his letter to the 
Legislature in Tennessee, resigning his situation 
as United States Senator. 

Before Mr. Wricurt had concluded, the time 
expired, and a motion made by Mr. A. Smyra, 
to suspend the rule, was negatived. 

The House then resumed the unfinished bu- 
siness, being the bill for the preservation and re- 
pair of the Cumberland Road. 

Mr. SerGeawr then concluded his observa- 
tions in favor of the bill, and in opposition to 
the amendment; and was followed by Mr. Horr- 
MAN, who argued against the power of the go- 
vernment, and opposed the bill. As soon as he 
had concluded, Mr. Sranserry called the pre- 
vious question, which was seconded by a majo- 
rity of the House. 

The ayes and noes were then called and or- 
dered on the question—* Shall the main ques- 
tion be now put?’’ which was decided in the ne- 
gative—ayes 80, noes §7. 

Mr. Srorrs then moved that the House re- 
solve itself into Committee of the whole on the 
state of the Union, in order to take up the bill 
respecting the fifth census; but before the ques- 
tion was taken on the motion, the House ad- 
journed.

District Court of the United States.—On 
complaint of Phineas Blair, Esq. Thomas Grush, 
mate of the schr. Pacific, was yesterday brought 
before the court charged with an assault, with 
intent to kill, upon Neil Lemon, master of said 
vessel. It appeared ,that, while the schr. was 
lying at anchor, the captain being in his birth, 
and no other person but the stewart present in 
the cabin, Grush had suddenly assaulted the cap- 
tain with a handspike and a jacknife, with both 
of which weapons severe blows were inflicted. — 
The crew, then in the forecastle, being called by 
the stewart, came aft to protect the captain, but 
paused at the hatchway, Grush. threatening to 
kill the first man who entered the cabin. 

Captain Lemon having in the meantime suc- 
ceeded in seizing the mate by the collar, the 
crew descended and finally secured the offender. 
The captain was severely cut in the hand, and 
received several severe contusions. It is stated 
by the physicians that the injury will not be fa- 
tal. It does not appear that Grush (the mate) 
had received any provocation, or that he was in- 
toxicated. His only reason as stated for attack- 
ing the captain seems to have been an erroneous 
notion that the captain had run the vessel aground 
and had no pilot, a reason 89 preposterous that, 
taken in connection with other strange sayings, 
it led to the belief that Grush might be partially 
insane. He was ordered to find bonds for his 
appearance, to take his trial at the May term, 
in the sum of $3000, and for lack thereof com- 
mitted to the county jail.
